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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
Lincoln, N. H. 


The Town Meeting was held in the High School 
Auditorium in Lincoln on Tuesday, March 16, 1962. 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator 
James Maguire at 9:00 A. M. 


Before the start of the meeting the following rules 
were read and it was stated that they would be en- 
forced. 


1. Personalities brought into discussion will not be 
tolerated or allowed. 


2. No discussion will be allowed on any article un- 
til the article has been acted on by a motion and 
seconded. 


3. Everyone who wishes to speak shall announce 
if they are speaking for or against the motion. 
They shall be allowed to speak five (5) minutes 
on the motion at a time, and nobody will be al- 
lowed to speak the second time until everyone 
who wishes has spoken once. 


4. No one shall speak over twice on a motion un- 
less so voted from the floor. 


5. All motions or amendments shall be presented in 
writing or stated clearly so that the clerk may 
transcribe it and read it back to the body. 


6. All discussions shall be subject matter on the 
articles being presented. 


7. After the reading of each Article, the Chair will 
recognize a member of the Budget Committee 
for the purpose of making the Budget’s recom- 
mendation. 


Any person refusing to abide by the above rules 
will be out of order and if, after due warning, they, 
refuse to follow the above rules, they shall be put in 
custody of the Police upon request of the Moderator. 

The Town Warrant was read by Moderator James 
Maguire. 
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The following articles were acted upon: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Motion by James MacDonald and seconded by E. 
Levasseur that the polls be opened immediately for 
voting. This was done. 


A motion by James MacDonald and seconded by 
EK. Levasseur to pass over Article I. 


Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be ne- 
cessary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation of the same. Henry 
Waldo of the Budget Committee made the recom- 
mendation of $7,300.00.

A motion was made by L. Woodward to pass over 
we Articles 3 to 19 inclusive and to take up Ar- 
ticle 20. 


Motion seconded by J. Patterson 
A Vote in the affirmative 


Article 20. To see what action the Town will take 
relative to the Lincoln Inn Property so-called as 
acquired by the Town in 1959. Motions and amend- 
ments were made concerning this property and 
later withdrawn. L. Sargent said that the intent of 
the School District was only to build on that site 
in case the new school was voted upon. 


Motion by J. Patterson, Move that the selectmen 
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shall in the name of the Town of Lincoln, transfer 
or sell the Lincoln Inn Property, so called, or such 
portion of the property that may be required, to 
the Lincoln School District as may be formed, upon 
written request of the Lincoln School Board or a 
Co-operative School Board. The sale price to be 
negotiated between the School Board and the Se- 
lectmen and approved by the Tax Commission. The 
Selectmen are hereby authorized to pass a deed for 
for same. 


Seconded by G. Hooker 
A Vote in the affirmative 


Article 3. How much money will be raised for the 
Police Department. H. Waldo of the Budget Com- 
mittee made the recommendation to raise the sum 
of $5,600.00. 


Motion to accept the recommendation by H. Wal- 
do made by E. Levasser and seconded by R. Thomp- 
son.

H. Waldo made the Budget recommendation to 
raise the sum of $3,000.00.

In the discussion of this article, L. Woodward asked 
about the dump and if it came under Town Mainte- 
nance. J. MacDonald said it did come under Town 
Maintenance.

H. Waldo made the Budget recommendation of 
$5,000.00. 


Motion by E. Levasseur, seconded by J. MacDon- 
ald that the sum of $5,000 be raised for Street 
Lighting. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


_ Article 8. How much money will be raised for -Ceme- 
teries. 


H. Waldo made the recommendation that $1,000.00 
be raised. 


Motion by R. Thompson that $1,000.00 be raised 
for the Cemeteries and seconded by R. Bourassa. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


Artice 9. How much money will be raised for the 
Public Library. 


H. Waldo made the recommendation of $1,800.00. 
Motion by R. Thompson that $1,800.00 be raised for 
Public Library and seconded by J. MacDonald. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


Article 10. How much money will be raised for the 
Support of Town Poor. 


H. Waldo made the Budget recommendation that 
$6,000.00 be raised. 


Motion by J. MacDonald that $6,000.00 be raised 
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for Town Poor and seconded by G. Hiltz. 
A vote in the affirmative. 


Article 11. How much money will be raised for Old 
Age Assistance. 


H. Waldo made the recommendation that $1,300.00 
be raised. 


Motion by E. Levasseur that $1,300.00 be raised 
for Old Age Assistance and seconded by G. Hiltz. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


Article 12. How much money will be raised for Main- 
tenance of Water Department. 


H. Waldo made the recommendation that $6,500.00 
be raised. 


Motion by R. Thompson that $6,500.00 be raised 
for Maintenance of Water Department and second- 
ed by J. MacDonald. 


Discussion: J. Landry of the Water Commission 
said he didn’t think that sum of money appropriat- 
ed was enough. He said he had heard that two dif- 
ferent parties had approached “someone” about 
water installations and both of these jobs were 
quite a distance from the main line and would run 
into perhaps $5,000.00 or more. The Water Depart-. 
ment had not been approached about it, and it 
would mean going through ledge on one job and 
the other job was a water line behind the Little 
Red Pastry Shop, for some new home out back that 
was being built. 


J. MacDonald said he couldn’t see $5,000.00 more 
for Water Maintenance as all the main projects 
had been finished previously. He said they had ar- 
rived at the $6,500.00 figure ficticiously as no mem- 
ber of the Water Department had been present at 
the Town Budget Meeting and therefore a figure 
had to be inserted. J. Landry said freeze-ups caused 
quite an added expense to the Water Department 
besides the regular maintenance. G. McGee said he 
thought an individual should go to the Water De- 
partment about his water problems as the Select- 
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men could not give the answers. J. Landry said he 
knew nothing about it until the Selectmen told him. 
G. Hooker said he thought at the Budget Committee, 
meeting from the discussions that an owner of a 
home who wanted water should pay for the ex- 
pense of getting it in from the main line to his 
home. R. Bourassa asked about a water line going 
in to the street he is living on. He now is getting 
his water from a tap-in on J. Patterson’s line. G. 
McGee said they had accepted that street but no 
more streets would be accepted until deeds, etc., 
were registered. R. Bourassa asked if this $6,500.00 
would be spent on new water lines. J. MacDon- 
ald answered that this $6,500.00 was for mainte- 
nance and whatever they could do that is needed. 
He said, that no one from the Water Commission 
was present at the Budget Meeting and therefore 
the Selectmen had no way of knowing how much 
of an appropriation was needed for anything new 
so they set the $6,500.00 figure feeling that this 
would cover maintenance and whatever else that 
was needed. Roger Stewart said he was confused 
on this $6,500.00 figure and asked for an explana- 
tion. G. McGee said nothing could be done unless 
there is a surplus at the end of the year and then 
a special meeting would have to be called to do so. 
The discussion closed and a vote on the appropria- 
tion was called. 


A vote in the affirmative. 


Article 18. How much money will be raised for White 
Mts. Region Association. 


H. Waldo made the recommendation that the sum 
of $457.95 be raised. 


Motion by J. Landry, seconded by R. Bourassa. 


A vote in the affirmative.

Recommendation made by H. Waldo that the sum 
of $700.00 be raised. 
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Motion that the sum of $700.00 be raised by R. 
Bourassa and seconded by M. Labrecque.

To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,000.00 and interest to take up Water 
Bonds due July 1, 1962. 


Recommendation made by H. Waldo to raise the

H. Waldo made the recommendation of $1,200.00. 


Motion by E. Levasseur, seconded by M. LaBrec- 
que.

Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,400.00 and interest to take up Pay Load- 
er note due March 1, 1962. 


Recommendation by H. Wado that the sum of $2,- 
400.00 be raised. 


Motion by J. Landry, seconded by M. LaBrecque. 
A vote in the affirmative 


Article 19. To see if the Town wil] vote to appropri- 
ate a sum of money not to exceed $1,000.00 for tem- 
porary repairs to the swimming pool at Franconia 
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Park and this work to be completed before July 1, 
1962. Also to appoint a committee of three, one 
member representing the Town, one the Company, 
and one the Rotary Club to get estimates and any 
other information that would be pertinent to con- 
structing a new pool. 


Motion by George Hooker and seconded by J. Lan- 
dry. 


Discussion: E. Clark asked if anyone knew the cost 
of the present pool. G. McGee said it had been built 
by the Company and no one seemed to know the 
cost. M. Patterson spoke of the existing conditions 
of the pool and said that something had to be done 
about it. J. Landry agreed that it is in a terrible 
state and thought someone should do something 
about it for the children of the Town. L. Wood- 
ward spoke about the State Law on swimming 
pools and that a public swimming pool must be 
fenced with a chain link fence and that the cost 
would be rather high. L. Sargent thought a com- 
mittee should be appointed to take care of this 
money to be raised and check into the matter. R. 
Pillsbury said the Rotary Club did not think that 
improvements to the present pool could be done 
with a small amount of money and meet the State 
qualifications and he doubted if $1,000.00 would be 
enough to fix the pool. M. Strickland said his ex- 
perience on construction led him to believe that by 
putting sand over the mud would do no good as 
the mud would still come up through it. R. Maley 
said he would like to go along with the motion of 
G. Hooker and have more time to go into thig 
problem. He would rather see the pool shut down 
than go along with the current situation which is 
very dangerous. R. Russell said each year they 
have had the interest of the pool in mind and have’ 
added new sand but it still becomes muddy and the 
sides of the pool silt down. He said that the thought 
was that there wasn’t much use in running the Day 
Camp without a pool and that $1,000.00 would not 
cover the necessary repairs. L. Sargent thought 
perhaps some of this $1,000.00 could be used to 
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transport the children to some other nearby pool 
as other towns have done this and he would not like 
to see the Rotary Day Camp closed due to lack of 
a pool. G. Hiltz said the cost of the present pool ex- 
cavation was $125.00 but there is a large spring 
in it which causes the trouble of muddiness. He 
thought it could be fixed providing the spring was 
diverted. M. Patterson spoke about the popularity 
of Gravity Dam as a swimming pool and thought 
something might be done to improve this area for 
the children. R. Adams wondered why couldn’t we 
all get together and build up a swimming pool and 
we could forego the fire works and use that money 
another year towards the goal of a new pool. J. 
Landry suggested the Board of Health be contact- 
ed concerning the pool. G. Hooker withdrew his 
original motion as the article read and a vote was 
taken. Vote in the affirmative to withdraw the mo- 
tion. 


New motion by G. Hooker and seconded by J. Lan- 
dry: To see if the Town of Lincoln will vote to ap- 
propriate a sum of money not to exceed $1,000.00 
for temporary suitable swimming program and 
that a committee be appointed by the Moderator 
to contain as follows; a three member committee, 
one member representing the Town, one the Com- 
pany and the other one representing the Rotary 
Club, to get estimates and any other information 
that would be pertinent to constructing a new pool. 


A vote in the affirmative 
The Town Meeting was recessed at 10:30 A. M. 


for the School District Meeting. 


At the close of the School District Meeting at 12:00 


noon a motion by M. Tardif and seconded by A. Asse- 
lin that the Town Meeting be recessed until 1:00 
P. M. 


The Town Meeting resumed at 1:00 P. M.

Pertaining to the Rotary Day Camp, Roger Thomp- 
son wanted to know why people within the Town 
could not be used instead of hiring outsiders for 
the work. R. Russell told him that sometimes train- 
ed personnel had to be hired and could not be found 
in the town. R. Pillsbury said that local people had 
the opportunity to take the jobs but the cost was so 
high compared to the trained personnel they could 
hire outside, it did not always make it advisable. 


L. Sargent asked if we could reconsider Article 20. 


This was put into motion by L. Sargent and sec- 
onded by G. Hooker. 


A vote was taken requiring a 2/3 majority. 
A vote in the affirmative 


A motion was made by G. McGee to rescind the 
ee vote on Article 20. Seconded by J. MacDon- 
ald. 


A vote was taken requiring a 2/3 majority. All 
were in favor of this. 


A vote in the affirmative 


A motion pertaining to Article 20, made by L. Sar- 
gent, seconded by G. Hooker: I move that the Town 
hereby rescind its previous action at March 8, 1960 
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meeting whereby under Article 24 the transfer of the 
Lincoln Inn Property was agreed upon only in the 
event of a transfer for school purposes. 


A vote in the affirmative 


Motion by L. Sargent: I move that the Article 20 
be voted upon as presented. Seconded by G. McGee. 


The previous motion by J. Patterson and seconded 
by G. Hooker: REPEATED “I move that the Select- 
men shall in the name of the Town of Lincoln, trans- 
fer or sell the Lincoln Inn property, so called, or 
such portion of the property that may be required, to 
the Lincoln School District as may be formed, upon 
written request of the Lincoln School Board or a Co- 
operative School Board. The sale price to be negotiat- 
ed between the School Board and the Selectmen and 
approved by the Tax Commission. The Selectmen are 
hereby authorized to pass a deed for same.”’ 


A vote in the affirmative 
A unanimous vote 


J. Maguire read the names of the retiring Budget 
Committee members and asked for nominations of 
five (5) names to fill the vacancies. 


G. Hooker nominated R. Maley 

H. Waldo nominated J. Maguire 
G. Hiltz nominated M. Clark 

G. McGee nominated G. Strickland 
G. Hooker nominated L. Woodward 


Motion made by E. Clark, seconded by G. Hooker, 
that the nominations be closed, and the clerk cast one 
ballot. 


The moderator announced that the following peo- 
ple would be on the Budget Committee for three year 
term; R. Maley, J. Maguire, M. Clark, L. Woodward. 
For the two year term, George Strickland. 


George McGee made a motion, seconded by E. Le- 
vasseur, that a member of the Board of Selectmen 
be authorized by a vote of this meeting to appear 
before a public hearing to be held by the Army Corps 
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of Engineers requesting a priority be given to the 
study of a multi-purpose dam to be erected on the 
East Branch of the Pemigewasset River. 


A vote in the affirmative 


J. MacDonald made a motion, seconded by E. Le- 
vasseur that G. McGee be appointed to attend this 
meeting. 


A vote in the affirmative 


R. Thompson made a motion: I move that we abol- 
ish the previous three man Garage Committee. Sec- 
onded by H. Waldo. 


A vote in the affirmative 


Motion by R. Thompson, that the Selectmen be ap- 
pointed to take care of the Garage as it is. Seconded 
by G. Parker. 


A vote in the affirmative 


The Moderator, J. Maguire, read the following re- 
signations: 


From William Canton: “Please be advised that I 
do not wish to be re-appointed or elected to serve as. 
a member on the Lincoln Garage Committee.” 


From Roger Thompson: “It is my wish to no long- 
er serve as a Trustee for the Trust Fund.” “It is my 
wish not to serve the balance of my term on the Bud- 
get Committee, nor do I want to serve on any other 
committee.”’ 


These resignations were accepted by the Moderator. 


The following resolution to be entered into the 
Town records and a copy to be sent to Mr. F. T. Mar- 
den:

33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed $80,000.00 for the pur- 
pose of financing and constructing a water works on 
the D. W. Highway and to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon and to take such other actions 
as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotia- 
tion, sale and delivery of such bonds, as shall be in 
the best interests of the Town of Lincoln, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply, negotiate and do all other things 
necessary to obtain such Federal, State, or other 
assistance as may be available in the construction of 
a water system on the D. W. Highway, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


35. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to file in behalf of the Town an applica- 
tion (in form and manner required by the United 
States and in conformity with P. L. 560, 83rd Con- 
gress) and do whatever else may be required for an 
advance, not to exceed $125,000.00, to be made by 
the United States to the Town of Lincoln to aid in 
defraying the cost of final report and plan prepara- 
tion for sewerage and sewage treatment facilities for 
the Town of Lincoln, and, further, to see if the Town 
will make the necessary arrangements to provide such 
additional funds as may be required to defray the cost 
of preparation of the report and plans. 
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36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply, negotiate and do all things ne- 
cessary to obtain such Federal, State, or other assist- 
ance as may be available in the construction of a sew- 
erage disposal system, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


37. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to acquire by gift, purchase, power of eminent do- 
main, or otherwise, all necessary land, easements, and 
rights-of-way required for sewage and industrial 
waste treatment facilities for Lincoln. 


38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,600,000.00, for the purpose 
of financing and constructing a municipal sewage dis- 
posal system, including sewerage, interceptors, pump- 
ing stations, treatment works, and such other related 
facilities inclusive of land acquisition, easements and 
rights of way as are required, such sum to be raised 
by the issuance of not exceeding $1,600,000.00 in Ser- 
ial Bonds under and in compliance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (Chapter 33 of the New 
Hampshire Statutes Annotated 1955 and any amend- 
ments thereto) and to authorize the Selectmen to is- 
sue and negotiate such bonds and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon, and to take such other ac- 
tions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, ne- 
gotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds, as shall be 
in the best interests of the Town of Lincoln, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


39. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,800.00 to be paid to the Treasurer of 
the Lincoln-Woodstock Cooperative School District to 
defray the share of the Lincoln School District of the 
$3,000.00 appropriated under Article 7 and 8 of the 
warrant of the organization meeting of said Coopera- 
tive School District held on June 23, 1962. 


40. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to accepting the Lincoln High School property. 


41. That if and when greyhound racing for public 
exhibition, at which pari-mutuel pools are to be sold, 
is legalized by the New Hampshire General Court, 
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to see what action the Town of Lincoln will take rel- 
ative to approving and authorizing the location, con- 
struction and operation of a greyhound race track 
for holding racing meetings in said Town of Lincoln. 


42. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE KANCAMAGUS SKI CLUB 


In the year since last Town Meeting Day the Kan- 
camagus Ski Slope has been much more fully devel- 
oped, with the skiing needs of the children of the 
towns of Lincoln and Woodstock in mind. 


Thanks to the $1,000 from Lincoln and $500 from 
Woodstock a much needed addition to the warm-up 
hut was installed; a longer and stronger new tow 
rope bought; the slopes grass-seeded; and the park- 
ing area, upper slope and site for the hut addition 
enlarged and improved by bulldozing. 


The Kancamagus Ski Club has undertaken the full 
cost of operating the area: labor of operators, utili- 
ties, gasoline, heat, awards for grammar school races 
and office supplies. For the understanding of the 
townspeople to the needs of the past year and the 
uses of the towns’ monies a list of the costs of im- 
provements of the past year are as follows:

Plans for this year include principally an extension 
of the present rope tow by approximately 100 feet 
higher on the hill. This will permit the new rope to 
be used to fullest advantage and mean better access 
to the side trails as well as a needed longer open 
slope. Woodcutting and extensive bulldozing will be 
necessary as well as raising the motor hut to a higher 
foundation farther up the hill. The same amount 
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raised by each town as last year will take care of this 
cost. 


The participation by larger numbers of children 
and adults alike in the use of the facilities offered at 
the ski slope has greatly exceeded the hopes of those 
who have volunteered their time and services to the 
area. Extra hours of running the tow, more help in 
supervision and more instructors for lessons all were 
gladly provided to take care of the increase of need. 
This year a total of 189 students (136 in Grammar 
School and 53 in High School) and 73 adults are 
members of the Kancamagus Ski Club. A majority 
of the students take weekly lessons, and 20 adults 
are in two evening classes, all of which show an in- 
crease of interest as well as ability. This inter-town 
project has brought a fine unity to this interest as 
well as a healthful medium for all persons in the 
towns that far out-weighs its expense.

Total number of visits made to homes was 1,282. 
Of this number 18 were to new mothers; 10 to pre- 
natal cases; to infants under one month, 64; one 
month to two years, 60; pre-school, 12; medical, 200; 
chronics, 400; Crippled Children’s Services, 90; visits 
communicable disease and suspects, 13; unclassified 
visits, i. e. to those not taken under care, Welfare 
cases, Clinic connected, etc., 4038. 


Conferences with State and County case workers, 
‘23. Nurse’s Workshops and meetings attended, 9. 


Visits to schools in the area totaled 215. Nurse’s 
examinations were carried out on 328 pupils. Trips to 
optometrists, 4; to Hitchcock Clinic, Hanover, 1; to 
Hitchcock clinic for therapy, 4. Two children attended, 
pediatric clinic and one to orthopedic in Littleton.. 
Athletic examinations were carried out on 89 pupils 
by Dr. Ralph Parker. Practically every school child 
received the three types of Sabin Oral Polio vaccine 
this Summer and Fall. 


Through the Bureau of Dental Health Services we 
were able to secure a Dental Hygienist to conduct a 
clinic for pre-school children. At this type of clinic 
the hygienist cleans the teeth and applies three appliv 
cations of fluorine, the latter being an agent which 
aids in the prevention of tooth decay. Forty-six chil- 
‘dren were taken care of at this time. Due to the short 
period of time alloted to us, it was not possible to ac- 
cept a larger number. 


The Red Cross Blood Bank Mobile came in May. 
Mrs. Mary Clark representing the Daughters of Isa- 
bella and Mrs. Mable Hamnett of No. Woodstock were 
appointed chairmen. This visit was very successful. 
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Three Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine clinics were con- 
ducted in July, August and September for ages six 
weeks old and over. The July clinic at which Type 
I was given had an attendance of 1,257. Type III was 
given in August with an attendance of 1,105 and Type 
II, given in September, had an attendance of 1,082. 


The Christmas program was substantially aided, 
this year by the High School students, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, the Littleton Lodge of Elks, Daughters of 
(Isabella and the American Legion Auxiliary. 


I wish to take this opportunity to sincerely thank 
the ladies of No. Woodstock and Lincoln who gave 
many hours of their time to assist at the clinics and, 
the Blood Bank. I would also like to thank Roger 
Stewart, Principal of the High School, and Jack Stack, 
custodian, for continual cooperation.

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Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in 
New Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons responsible 
$5,545. In the same period, the cost to the cities and 
towns for control of such fires for which no responsi- 
bility could be placed cost another $24,634. What 
utter waste of tax money and what shameful and 
needless loss of timber and esthetic values in the 
2,200 acres burned. Residences, farms and other bus- 
iness places were threatened with possible total de- 
struction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented 
if every citizen remembers his responsibility in re- 
gard to any source of fires in the open. We can help 
to keep our fire loss low by remembering these simple 
rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the prem- 
ises, obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. 
Seasonal permits may be issued for approved 
incinerators and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avioding 
dry windy weather and preferably burning late 
in the day. 


4. Have something to keep the fire under control 
— pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, 
broom for grass fires or shovel will help. 


5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 


6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire 
out of control, report promptly to your warden 
or fire department. Continue to fight until help 
arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into 
the hands of children. It is never too early for par- 
ents to instil in the child’s mind a respect for fire.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement 
of public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books 
of record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
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possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delin- 
quent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s rec- 
ords. The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject 
to any change which may be necessitated by the re- 
turn of verification notices.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Lincoln 
High School Auditorium in said district at 10:30 
o’clock in the forenoon March 12, 1963, to act upon 
the following subjects:

To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the District will authorize the 
School Board to request the Municipal Account- 
ing Division of the State Tax Commission to au- 
dit the accounts of the District as of June 30, 
1963, the cost of said audit to be paid out of any 
balance of the appropriation for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1963. 


Article 6. To see if the District will vote to author- 
ize the School Board to convey by Quitclaim 
Deed to the Town of Lincoln for nominal consid- 
eration only, the present Lincoln High School 
and the lot of land on which it stands, EXCEPT- 
ING AND RESERVING, however, to the Lin- 
coln-Woodstock Cooperative School District, the 
right to occupy and use said property for school 
purposes without payment of rent, until such

time as the new secondary school which is to be 
erected on the Lincoln Inn property, so-called, 
has been completed, and the pupils transferred 
to said new secondary school; also EXCEPTING 
AND RESERVING to said Lincoln-Woodstock 
Cooperative School District, the right to remove 
all fixtures and personal property of every kind 
from said Lincoln High School for use in the 
new secondary school; provided, however, that 
so long as it shall occupy and use said property, 
said Cooperative School District shall be respon- 
sible for all costs of maintenance and operation. 


Article 7. To see if the District will vote to author- 
ize the School Board to convey by Quitclaim 
Deed to the lLincoln-Woodstock Cooperative 
School District the Lincoln elementary school 
building on Church Street, together with the con- 
tents thereof and the land upon which it stands 
and the so-called headmaster’s residence also sit- 
uated on Church Street and the land upon which 
it stands. 


Article 8. To see if the District will vote to direct 
the Treasurer to pay over to the Treasurer of 
the Lincoln-Woodstcck Cooperative School Dis- 
trict any cash balance in his hands, or money 
due the District as of July 1, 1963, less any out- 
standing bills or debts; any sum so transferred 
to be used as a credit against the Cooperative 
School District assessment to be raised by the 
pre-existing Lincoln School District to defray its 
share of the cost of operation of the Cooperative 
District during the first year of operation.

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LINCOLN SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Your school board has continued its program of 
concentrating on maintenance on the elementary 
building. At the end of the current school year the 
major portion of the refinishing and refurbishing of 
this building will be completed. 


An Edwards fire alarm system has been installed. 
This system will sound an automatic alarm if any 
area in the building reaches a temperature of 130°F. 
A panel located in the upstairs corridor indicates the 
area of the building which caused the alarm to be 
sounded. This permits the teachers to steer the stu- 
dents away from the potential danger area as they 
vacate the building. In conjunction with this system, 
fire drills were carried out. 


The heating system in the elementary building has 
been renovated. A new burner was installed in the 
boiler. A vent was installed between the boiler room 
and the out-of-doors. This keeps a continuous circu- 
lation of fresh air and cuts down on the possibility of 
fuel fumes. Each room is now controlled by its own 
thermostat. This has alleviated the problem of some 
class rooms being overheated while others were under- 
heated. 


The upstairs corridors and class rooms have been 
painted and varnished. The ceilings have been paint- 
ed. Plans are now being formulated to install new 
lights in the down stairs rooms. 


The district was fortunate in that there was a small 
percentage in change in the faculty. Mr. J. Griffin 
Harris replaced Mr. Robert Shea as elementary prin- 
cipal. Mr. Harris is a dedicated conscientious princi- 
pal. He works well with the board and has excellent 
rapport with his teachers. Other changes were Mrs. 
Louise Pritchard, Grade 2; Miss Isabel Hunt, Busi- 
ness; Mrs. Florence Woods, Biology and English. 


The music department under the new supervisor, 
Mr. Roger Carrier, is being revitalized. Mr. Car- 
rier’s ability to create interest in music is evidenced 
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by the larger number of students participating in 
the choruses and the band. A new stereo was acquired 
to aid the music appreciation section of this program. 
The Christmas concert which was well attended, was 
visible evidence of the success of the music program. 


The Sargent Camp program which was run on an 
experimental basis last year proved well worth while 
and will be continued this year. 


The Rhinehart system of handwriting has been 
continued and the results obtained indicate that it 
should so continue. 


The School Lunch Program under the direction of 
Mr. John Ramsdell is one of which the district may 
well be proud. Attractive, well-balanced meals are 
served for a price of 30 cents for elementary pupils 
and 35 cents for high school students. A variety in 
the menu has kept the attendance higher than in past 
years. This is one of the few programs in the state 
that offers fresh-baked bread and other pastries daily. 


In anticipation of the new high school, we have 
continued our policy of doing very little work on the 
present structure. New certification laws made it ne- 
cessary at the end of the first semester to add Mr. 
Robert Plante to the staff to teach French. 


The Co-operative School District will assume the 
functions of the Lincoln School District on July 1, 
1963. The building of the new school will bring to 
fruition many hours spent in planning and discussion. 
Beginning September, 1963, the high school students 
sa ce attending an approved comprehensive high 
school. 


Many problems are yet to be worked out before 
the Lincoln School District will cease to exist on July 
1, 1968. Your guidance and attendance at meetings 
will help in the solutions of these. 


This last report of the Lincoln School Board we 
wish to close by expressing our appreciation to all 
who have assisted us in the past. We have enjoyed 
excellent working relations with the superintendent, 
Mr. Ronald Perham, and with the principals and 
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teachers. The interest and cooperation of the par- 
ents and residents have been most encouraging and 
have made this difficult job more pleasant.

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REPORT OF 
LINCOLN SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Building Committee worked on the basis of 
providing three (3) plans. 


PLAN A: Adding to and remodeling the present 
high school building. 


PLAN B: A new four (4) year high school build- 
ing. 


PLAN C: A new six (6) year school building. 


The Committee interviewed several architects and 
selected a Mr. Norman P. Randlett of Laconia, N. H. 


Mr. Randlett, a registered architect and engineer, 
has designed and supervised the construction of more 
than forty (40) educational buildings in New Hamp- 
shire, and is located in Laconia, which would permit 
him to provide adequate supervision during construc- 
tion of any building. Before deciding on the rooms 
and facilities needed, the present Committee careful- 
ly studied the report of the Lincoln Study Committee, 
held several meetings with the members of the State 
Board of Education and visited other school buildings 
in this area. The Committee also met with the Wood- 
stock School Board for their approval of the pro- 
posed plans. 


The following are the architect’s estimates of the 
cost of the three plans: 


PLAN A: Adding to and remodeling the present 
high school building $295,000.00 


PLAN B: A new four year high school 325,000.00 
PLAN C: A new six year high school 350,000.00 


All estimates are for the building only. The cost 
of the architect’s fee and equipment, etc., would be 
additional. 


After carefully considering all three plans the 
Committee unanimously selected Plan ‘‘C’’ (the new 
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6 year high school) as the best solution to the school 
problem for both Lincoln and Woodstock. 


The students of two additional classes would have 
the benefit of the facilities of the new building, the 
science labs, shop courses, home economics courses, 
library, gym, etc., and would also have the benefit of 
the specialized teachers in the high school. The six 
year school would also eliminate any future crowding 
conditions in the present Lincoln and Woodstock 
Grammar schools. Much of the equipment now being 
used in the present high school could be used in the 
new building. 

The estimated total cost for a new six year school, 
including equipment and architect’s fee, is approxi- 
mately $400,000.00. 


The Committee selected the so called LINCOLN 
INN PROPERTY, now owned by the Town of Lin- 
coln, as a possible site for the new building. The land 
has good drainage, is fairly level and is located close 
to water, sewerage and electric power facilities. 

The Committee also decided unanimously that a 
new Co-operative school district formed by Lincoln 
and Woodstock would be in the best interests of both 
towns. 


In a CO-OPERATIVE arrangement school proper- 
ty is owned by both towns. The School Board is com- 
posed of members from both towns, and therefore 
policy making is administered by both towns. Also 
under the present tuition plan the State would pro- 
vide 3214% of the cost of a new school building, but 
this may change to 30%. Under the CO-OPERATIVE 
faa the State’s share would be 40% of the total 
cost.

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REPORT OF ANNUAL MEETING 
OF LINCOLN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Lincoln, New Hampshire 
Lincoln High School Auditorium 
March 13, 1962 Time 10:50 A. M. 


The regular annual meeting of the Lincoln School 
District was called to order at 10:50 a. m., March 
13th, 1962, by the Moderator James Maguire. Mr. 
Maguire then read the warrant and the following ar- 
ticles were taken up. 


Article 1. Mrs. Plummer nominated James Maguire 
as Moderator for the ensuing year. Seconded by 
Mr. Waldo. Mr. Hooker moved that nominations 
cease and the clerk cast one ballot for James Ma- 
guire as Moderator. 


Seconded by Mrs. Plummer. Mr. Hooker nomin- 
ated Martha Patterson as Clerk for the ensuing 
year. Seconded by Mr. Waldo. Mr. Sargent moved 
that nominations cease and the Moderator cast 
one ballot for Martha Patterson as Clerk. Second- 
ed by Mr. Hooker. 


Article 2. Mr. Sargent moved that the sum of $1,- 
370.00 be paid for salaries of School District Of- 
ficers, Truant Officer and compensation for any 
other officers or agents of the District as fol- 


lows: 

3 School Board Members — 

Chairman $ 300.00 

2 members each 200.00 $ 700.00 
School Board Bookkeeper—Additional 400.00 
School District Treasurer 200.00 
School District Clerk 30.00 
School District Census Taker 20.00 


$ 1,370.00 


Motion seconded by Mr. Thompson. Vote in the 
affirmative. 
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Article 3. Myr. Hooker moved that we pass over Ar- 
ticle 3, since all reports have been published in 
the Annual Town Report. Seconded by Mrs. 
Plummer. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 4. Motion by Mrs. Plummer that the School 
District continue to have the State audit the 
district accounts, the audit to be printed in the 
annual school report. Seconded by Mr. Waldo. 
Vote in the affirmative. 

Article 5. Motion by Mr. Thompson that the School 
District raise and appropriate $163,410.00 and 
to authorize and direct the School Board to ap- 
ply against said appropriation such income as is 
estimated by the School Board, exclusive of State 
Aid, and upon the determination of the amount of 
State Aid to be received by the School District 
during the next fiscal year, to authorize and di- 
rect the School Board to apply against such ap- 
propriation the sum to be received from State 
Aid and with the School District Clerk certify 
to the Selectmen the balance as an assessment 
to be raised by the Town for school purposes. 
Seconded by Mr. Waldo. Mr. Sargent said that 
this budget included $1,500.00 to improve the 
heating system in the grammar school but he had 
recently had a Mr. Sears, a heating expert, in- 
spect the heating system and additional repairs 
and improvements badly needed to control the 
temperature variation in the rooms and as a safe- 
ty factor. He estimated these repairs and replace- 
ments at an additional $38,500.00. Mr. Maley 
amended the motion to include the additional 
money and to now read $166,910.00. Seconded by 
Mr. Woodward. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 6. Mr. Hooker asked Mr. Patterson, Chair- 
man of the School Building Study Committee to 
read the Committee Report. Mr. Hooker moved 
that the School Building Study Committee Re- 
port be accepted as read and that the School 
Board be instructed to adopt the recommenda- 
tions of the committee relative to the new school 
construction. Seconded by Mr. Woodward. Vote 
in the affirmative. 
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Article 7. Mr. Sargent moved that we pass over 
Article 7 at this time. Seconded by Mr. Waldo. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 8. Mrs. Plummer moved that the District 
instruct the School Board to petition the Super- 
ior Court for a special meeting for the purposes 
of school construction and raising money for the 
same, and/or for the purpose of petitioning the 
State Board of Education for the formation of 
a Cooperative School District, and to determine 
the future use of the existing Capital Reserve 
Fund, prior to the next annual school meeting. 
Seconded by Mr. Patterson. Vote in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 9. I move that the present School Building 
Study Committee be continued, and $500.00 be 
raised to be used by the Committee in presenting 
building plans for a 6 year high school to be 
voted on at the next annual school meeting or a 
special meeting called for that purpose. Seconded 
by Mr. Thompson. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 10. Motion by Mr. Patterson that the Dis- 
trict authorize the School Board to accept 
through transfer or purchase in the name of the 
District, the Lincoln Inn property or such por- 
tions thereof as may be required for new school 
construction at such time prior to construction 
as may be necessary. Seconded by Mrs. Burak. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 11. Moved by Mr. Hooker that the District 
authorize the School Board to make application 
for, and to receive, in the name of the District, 
such advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for 
educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government 
and/or State Agencies. Seconded by Mr. Thomp- 
son. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 12. Mr. Sargent moved that all resolutions, 
motions, memorials and other District meeting 
activities be incorporated into the Town Report. 
Seconded by Mr. Waldo. Vote in the affirmative. 
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Motion made by Mr. Sargent that the meeting 
be recessed until 6 p. m. to permit balloting. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Hooker. Vote in the affirmative. 


The school district meeting adjourned at 11:45 
p. m.

SPECIAL LINCOLN SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


On April 10, 1962 a Special Lincoln School District 
Meeting was held at the Lincoln High School.

Mr. George Hooker offered the following resolu- 
tion and moved its adoption. RESOLVED: that the 
Lincoln School District petition the state board of ed- 
ucation to become a member of a cooperative school 
district under the provisions of New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 195, as amended, 
which may include, in addition to this district, the 
following school districts, namely, 
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WOODSTOCK SCHOOL DISTRICT 

Seconded by Les Sargent. The polls were then open 
for balloting until 7:00 p. m. 

At 7:00 p. m. the moderator called the meeting to 
order and Mr. Waldo moved that the polls be closed. 
Seconded by Mr. Branscomb. Vote in the affirmative. 
The ballots were counted and showed: 


239 — Yes 38 — No 

Under the warrant if Article No. 1 is adopted, vot- 
ing on Article No. 2, and nominations and election of 
one or two representatives to serve on an interim com- 
mittee, will take place in open meeting to be held at 
7:30 p. m. immediately following the counting of the 
ballots. 

The moderator called the meeting to order to act 
on Article 2. 


Article No. 2: To elect one or two representatives 
to serve with representatives of the other district on 
an interim committee who shall prepare a financial 
budget for the operation of the proposed cooperative 
school district. 

Les Sargent moved that the Lincoln School Dis- 
trict elect two representatives to serve with repre- 
sentatives of the Woodstock School District on an in- 
terim committee who shall prepare a financial budget 
for the operation of the proposed cooperative school 
district. These members to be nominated and balloted 
upon under this article. Seconded by Mary Plummer. 
Unanimous vote in the affirmative. 

Nominations were in order and Dick Schlaefer 
nominated John Patterson. Seconded by Roger 
Thompson. Les Sargent nominated George Hooker. 
Seconded by Mary Plummer. There were no more 
nominations and Larry Woodward moved that nomi- 
nations close and that the clerk be instructed to cast 
one ballot for the above named nominees. Seconded 
by Dick Schlaefer. Vote in the affirmative. 

Motion made by Les Sargent and seconded by 
George Hooker to adjourn the meeting at 7:45 p. m. 
Vote in the affirmative.

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SUPERVISORY UNION NO. 34 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT'S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the schools for the previous school year ending June 
30. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 34, 
during 1961-1962, received a salary of $8,650.00 
which was made up as follows: $4,750.00 paid by the 
State Department of Education from the per capita 
tax and $3,900.00 prorated among the several school 
districts. Allowance of $1,100.00 for travel within the 
Union was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the proration of salary and 
travel charged to each school district. The district’s 
share is less this year because of increased State Aid.

Comparative Balance Sheets as of June 30, 1961 and 
June 30, 1962, are presented in Exhibit A. As indi- 
cated therein, the financial condition of the District 
changed from a Deficit of $563.15 to a Surplus of 
$485.67 during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1962.

An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the School District during the fiscal year is made in 


Exhibit B, with the factors which caused the change 
indicated therein. These were as follows:

(Exhibit D), a net unexpended balance of appropria- 
tions of $4,795.35, less a revenue deficit of $3,801.87, 
resulted in a net budget surplus of $993.48.
